IX.— THE WRENS.

Coutrary to what might be espected, a careful comimrison of a toler- 
ably "-ood series of Wrens from the islands of Japan proper shows no 
difference between those inhabiting Tezo and those from nondo and 
Kiusiii Henson’s specimen is more like a Nagasaki bird collected by 
Mr. Einger (U. S. Nat. Mas. No. 9G25S) than any other one in the 
whole series, and as far as coloration is concerned the two birds arc 
practically identical. The other Hakodate specimen before mo (U. S. 
Nat Mas. iSo. 9G25C) is scarcely any paler, while quite as dark and 
brown as Nos. 9L3G5 and 9G257 from Hondo. That the Yezo specimens 
are in no way larger than those from farther south is maiiitest Ironi the 
appended table of dimensions. 

On the whole, the large series of specimens before me are very niii- 
foru. in color and coloration, remarkably so when we consider the van- 
ability of conditions undef which these birds are found in the Japanese 
Archipelago and the plasticity of the birds which constitute this genus. 

But while Japan proper is only inhabited by one form of A ren I am 
forced to acknowledge another as an inhabitant of the Kiiiilc Islan l.>, 
or some of them, though 1 have only one specimen to base my coiicbi- 
sioiis on. The great uniformity of the true
